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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to amendment filed 01/02/2004 and interview summary 
filed 3/5/04. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
attorney Mr. Robert W. Nelson on 3/5/04. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 10, line 11, replace "device" with -apparatus-. 
In claim 1 1, line 3, insert after "which", -either one-. 
In claim 1 1, line 4, delete "which". 

In claim 11, line 4, insert after "and", -the other reference voltage-. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 6-7, 10-1 1, 16-22 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of the claims 6-7 is the inclusion of changing the 
activated reference voltage when the input crosses the activated voltage in combination with the 
remaining claimed limitations. 

The primary reason for allowance of the claims 10-11, 16-19 is the inclusion of the 
selector passing the voltage of one of the first comparator output and the second comparator 
output to an output of the device via the selector output depending upon which of the first 
reference voltage and the second reference voltage is activated in combination with the 
remaining claimed limitations. 

The primary reason for allowance of the claims 20-22 is the inclusion of a multiplexor 
comprising a multiplexor first input that is connected to a first comparator output, a multiplexor 
second input that is connected to a second comparator output, a multiplexor control that is 
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connected to a flip-flop output, and a multiplexor output that is the output of the claimed 
electronic circuit in combination with the remaining claimed limitations.
